Prained by dulneſs and groſs Humours of the body) will be ever 

teaching after this Sublime, placed in more than ordinary Sphere, 

eſpecially in Exgliſb men, who at this day are Famed for Courage & 
true Heroick valour, through ai the yet known world. No Nation 
under eaves but in that muſt give us the prehemency, or we may 
juſtly claim it as our Birth-rights. And now dear Country. men, ſince

H“ Guy Lineall, deſcended from Caſſibilanius the Famous Britiſh 
1 Prince, with a brief a:count of the Roman and Saxon Conqueſt 
over this Iſle: Of Guy's Birth and Parentage ; his youthful ex. 
ploits,and firſt falling in love wiihbhælice, and what paſſed between them: 
How ſhe ſent him abroad tu fight, having beęn aamanijhed of his War-like 
Exploits ina dream. How Guy landing im Normandy killed two Cham-. 
pions, & grievouſly wounded the thirdſreeing a Lach, who was wrongful. 
ty condemned to dye. How he was purſued by Duke Vhilbertus, how be 
fought with him at dea, and tool him Priſoner : Hon he worſted all the 
German Princes, and won from them the Emperors Daughter; he retur- 
xing here to England, kills the monſtrout Dun Com: After being ſent 
abroad, he kills ſixteen of Duke Ottons men, who lay in 4 mood to inter- 
cept his life; afſifts the Duke of Lovain againſt Lorain, raiſes the 
flege, with 4 dreadful overthrow , afterwards mates peace, and with Two 
7 E men puts to ſea, in order to the Relief of Bizantium, beſeged 
by the Iuris, meets with ſeveral Pirates, & deſtroys many of them,raiſes 
the ſiege, and kills many of the Pagan Champions, routing their Armies: 
Ter TY wounded, and his L aay taken from him, the which he reſtore Ss, and 
aſſiſts his Father, Beſieged by Dake Otton, whom he in ſingle Combat 
killed; Mills a Dragon and « Boar; then returns to England, and kills 
another Dragon in Northumberland; ter that is married, then de- 
parts on Pilgrimage to the Holy Land; Mills Amar ant av huge Gyent, 
and delivers thoſe that he kept in Tortares; Routs Amanthus, and re- 
ftores Earl Terry to his Earldome; returns to England, Combates Col- 
bron the Daniſh Gyaxt, kills him, put the armies to row, froeing Eng- 
land, then lives in a Cave, unknown to all but the Kine ; At his deat q 
ſenas Phælice his Ring, who coming to bim, cloſed his Eyes, awd ſhortly 
after dyes her ſelf for grief; are ſplendidly buried in one Tomb, with an 
Epitaph infixed, and many other particulars more at large. 
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THE RENOWNED HISTORY 
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CHAP. 1 

A brief Narration of the Roman and Saxon Conqueſt made of this Iſland, and 
of the miſeries it indured ; which brings us to the Birth and Lincal De- 

cent. of our famous Champion, the Heroick Earl. 


ken Rome had ſp:ead her Enſigns wide into the wold, + made 
mot Nations pleld unto her Arms, France totally ſubdued 
$ ſome twenty years befozeour Saviours Birth: Cæſar, ambi⸗ 
tious of mote honour, from tbe diſtant ſhot e. caſt his eres on 
this ourBriciſh Idle, incloled with white Rocks (from whente 
— —moſt do affirm ft book its name) t rounded with the Sea, then 
wild and bar bare us, without Law oz civil Tuſtomes ; all painted people, and 
in manners ſteange. Pet the gzeat Marriour (fired with lutcetoknl Feztune) 
regarding not the people. but the Land, deſireus to annex it to his Con- 
gueſts, and the Roman Empire, by reaſon of itg temperate and plesſanr ſci⸗ 
tuation. ſet fail from Callis with 200 Ships, thinking with his experſerced 
Legimns, and old Souldſers trained in Mar, in a ſhozt ſpace to over-rin this 
Ide. then ignorant in feats of Arms; but e're he landed, found true tritiſh 
Qalour, ſo bexond Lis erpecation, that he ſtood amazed: Fo the Britains ha: 
ving notice of theJnvaſion.all allembled under their ſeveral Kings 62zPzinces. 
Caſſibilain, a famous Britain, then being chiet; from whom renowned Guy 
our famous Engliſh Champion ſpzung ; they encountered the Romans ſo 
fiercely at their Landing, that Czſar himſelf was fozced ſhamekully to retreat 
with the loſs of his own ſwo2d,t ſeveral Enũgns and Standards we. ec taken, 
bis Army broken, and he fozced back ro-France,to make Recruits : Such ways 
the Uahour then our Nation boze; and at the firſt on-ſet foiled pzoud Rom c. tv 
whoſe dzead Arms the wozld theſr portion homage paid; no2 did ſpe male a 
Conqueſt here at laſt by the Swozd, but after infinite loſs, and twenty pears 
topl, was foced to giant the Britains their own terms; the which was in rhe 
Reign of Auguſtus, about the time of our Sabisur'g birth, that Pꝛinte ot᷑ 
Peace, who eſtablifhev Peace thzoughour the wszld: And fv2 400 years that the 
Roman Emperozs by their Lieutrenants Ruled this Ide, no ation atfozdtd 
moze valſant 6 redoubted men, who were continually dzawn out ſor to lupoly 
their Armies in moſt quarters of the wozld; till rhe red Bozſe went out to 
take peace from the Earth, e the Roman Einpire was gz3wn ſo great, thas-the . 
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Bolt wag not able to ſuppozt the Branches ; whereupon the Goths 4 Vandals 
bicaking into Itely, toze it in pieces, ſo that the Romans, to ſabe their own 
nearer home, abandoned this Jfle, and carried with them all the Flower of 
Britiſh Chivalry ; upon which, the Scots and Pits taking the advantage, ober⸗ 
tun the Northern parts, deſtroying all with fire andſwo2d,(o lamentably, that 
t e diſtrelled Britains were koꝛted to call unto their aid the Saxons, a war:like 
rcople, that then flouriſhed in Germany, which helped but to make their mi⸗ 
ſcries the greater. fo) after they had ſubdued the Britiſh Enemies, they became 
woꝛſe Enemies themſelves, fo2 Hingeſt and Horſus, their two Captaing,ob- 
ſerving the fruirfuilneſs and pleaſant ſcituation of the Country, were loath ro 
return to their own barren ſopl, without good booties ; whereupon, and the 
better to create a quarrel, the fozmer married his Daughter to Vortimor, rhe 
Britiſh King (deſcended Lineally from the befoze-mentioned Caſſibilain) raf- 
ſed no (mall reg:ct amongſt rhe Britiſh Nobility; eſpecially becauſe thzough 
her means the Saxons were p2eferred to the chiel Dignities. the which intrea⸗ 
ſcdtheir intereſt, xc got them firmer keting in the Land, of which they com: 
plaing to the King, and finding no redzels, put ſome affronts upon the Saxon 
Chiefs, who glad of any oppoztunity to beget a quarrel, thereupon (as thep 
pretended ko want of their pzomiſed pap) ſeized ſeveral Towns wherein their 
Souldiers were quartered; this alarm'd the Britains, who headed by the young 
P1ince Vortimor's Bon, overthzew them in a pitched Battel, though not 
without muc!) lang\ter on both ſides: and after having driven them out of all 
their places of ſtrength, obliged them to leave the Land; but long they reſted . 
not content, fo) the next year, having gathered a gzear gth, they ſet ſail 
foz this Jude, the ſhozes of which were lo mankully defended again them, that 
they finding no poſſibility to land, deſireda Truce, and that they might treat 
with the Briciſh Nobility about delivering them their Daughter; the which, 
alter Come debate, was gzantted, & about ſixty of the Saxons tame on hope ꝑi⸗ 
vately Armed, to treat with tle like number of Britains, and in the mid of 
the sreaty, every Saxon (as it was befoze. cantrived) flew his man, umleſs one 
who treatcd with cas ſome ſay) the Earl of Warwick, the Earl ſging the 
rreachery, pzevented him by pulling up an hedg:-ftake, with which he beat our 
his bzaing. e killed five 02 Cx moze, himſelf getting away with only a Cight- 
wound in the left arm. The chief Nobility being thus murthered by treachery, 
rhe amazed Britains retreated,4# gave the Saxons oppogtunity to land, the which 
they had no ſooner done, hut they fell co their old trade of laying all walt wit; 
fire « \wo2d; the which they executed with ſuch truelty, as made the people 
flee befoze them ro the Mountains (which are now called Wales, and are the 
real ancient Britains) leaving their houſes, and what they could not _—_—_

drive away, to the ravage of the blody Conquero;s, who dit ided the Par 
into ſeven parts, c named it an Hepterchy, each poꝛtion having a Ring o 
it, which continued lo in civil Wars among themſelves about tine bu 
years, till it was totally ſubdued by Edgard the great R. of the Weſt- Saxo, 
firnan:ed Atbelſtone, about the ſixth year of whoſe Reign wis the ever Fa- 
mous Champion GiraldusCaſſibilanius,vulgarly tall d Guy of Warwick, who 
as credible Hiſto)ſang do affirn, deſconded lincally from the Britiſh Royal 
blood, ever unte Caſſibilanius the War-like Pꝛinte befo2e recired, thzough the 
many changes and miſerſes of War clouded in obſcurity, which now will be 
the Subſec ot this enſuing Hiſkozy ; unte we have already ſhown you the mi⸗ 
ſerſes of cruel Mar, and the b:avery of Britiſh ſpirits, under ſuch aflictions, 
and trated though the many adverſe windings the deſcent of cur Hero, Eng- 
lands chief gls2p; whoſe name will lice while time hall be no mote.

| How Guy deſcended from Caſſibilanius the Renowned Britiſh prince; Of his 

Birth and youthful Exploits: And how he fell in love wich Phelice tht 

Earl's beautious Daughter, and how ſhe deſpiſed his ſuit. 5 
Uyraldus Caſſibilanius, Son of Gordan Caſſibilanius, tut mote bulgar: 

ly known by the name of Guy of Warwick, by which name we nwlt trace 

the Hiſtozy of his life, bozn in the famous Citp of VVarwick, in the xth 
year of the Reign of Edgard the gꝛeat, his father being an attomplichrd Gen⸗ 
tleman, e had fozmerly a very good eftate in Northumberland, which be was 
forced to part with to ſave his life, at the time of his being taken Pyiſoner, 
foz bearing Arms under the lubdued Saxon King of Meac'a, upon vol ich re⸗ 
ſignation obtaining his liberty from the Martial, in whole cuſtod: he was, he 
came to VVarwick, & there ſo well behaved hinſelf. that he won the affictions 
and good liking of all the Gentry,but eſpecially of Earl Robands, whe the 
King had made Governour of the Town and Caſtle, wto took I im inrs (is 
houſe, e made him his Steward; in which plate he behated hinffelffo well, 
that he won the affections of a Knights Daughter in the town, which he mare / 
rigd, and on her begar renowned Guy, the ſubject of this famous Hitozy,wha 
might be ſaid like Hercules from his very Infancy to be made foz M ar, and 
gzeat Exploits, being ſo well limbed from head to foot, as might denote a 
tout and war-lſke Hero would in time from that bold Infant riſe ; nay; any 
his Mothers dreams pꝛeſaged no leſs : fo; during her pꝛegnontp, the fancied 
that Mars veſeended in a bloody Charſot dzawn k two firey Tiagons, 4 told 
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The Renowned HISTORY of 
ho", that thc Jafant that her womb contained, Would be the glozp of this Na- 


tion, and lo g2eat in arms renown'd, as ſhould amaze mankiud, and be the 
terror ot the Pagan wezld. This ſhe declar'd to rye Tounteſs of Warwick 
about a month bekoze her delivery, which afterwards pꝛoved true, as ſhall 
amply be relattd: Fo2 no looner had he attained to eight years of age, but he 
began to p'acile Skill in wzaſtling, running, thꝛowing (tones, tx other exer- 
ciſes that his tender years were capable ot, in which he exceeded all that were 
much older and far bigger than himlelk, to the admiration of thoſe that obſer- 
ved him moze curioully: Yig delight was in hardchſps t labs:ious exerciſe, + 
ſo continued till u rteen, at which age few men could encountep with him, he 
then was led to enter theTLiſt, c whereſoever he came, alwayes tame ott with 
applauſe. Inſomuch, that the Earl hearing of his unmatched exploits, ſent 
fo2 bim, and entectain'd him at dinner with himſelf, and ſeveral of the Gentry < 
of that Country; but above all, Phælice his beautious daughter, Angel-bzight, 
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and with accompliſhed Ezaces Fraught, on whom Guy firing His youtbfill: 
Eyes, immediately felt Loves paſſion wound his ſoul, and paſſion like a Kt 
ver burned within; ſtill as he gazed, he felt new lamez, and lo unexpected a 
ſurpꝛize, that all began to wonder at the ſudden change , his Father demand: 
ed the cauſe, but could not get tle ſetret from his bzea2, it Ruck to cloſe, yet 
akter the ſumptuous repaſt, he played ſeveral P Izeg beioze the Earl, & being 
ftung by Love, grew moze fierce againſt bis Combatants; oz perhaps to ſhews 
the Lady his Ualour, and to make her have lome cſtam of his wo:th; to 
that at Wieftling, Back⸗Twozd, Foulcheon. oz the like, none were able to 
and befo2e him, lo; his fozce ſeemed moze tban man, and all that he truck o 
laid his hand upon, he felled oz tumbled to the gꝛound; ſo that at the laſt none 
durſt encounter him: Ve ling that, put on his Tlothes, and going to the 
Earl, humbly deſired his Licenſe to retire himſelf, as he pꝛetended, fo2 Re- 
krechment; at which the Earl embzating him, ſaid, Go thou wozthy Youth, 
dur Nations Pꝛide: and withal gave him a Ring ſet with Tiamonds, as like: 
wiſe ſeveral Noblꝛ⸗men made him Pꝛeſentg, the which he unvillingty re⸗ 
ceived, modeſtly exculing the applaules, and favours they had heaped upon 
him, laing, He was not wozthy of them, and that lis whole lifes ſei vice muſt 
make them Reſtitution fo2 thoſe benefits he had retelved at their hands; 
which modeftly made them yet commend him moze, and have a gzeater eſteem 
of his Dirtues, and each was the mote deſirous of his company; but ar his 
earneft requeſt, and the apmoachof night, they diſmiCed him, upon his pꝛomilt 
to attend them the next dap. After he was departed, and the Table ſump: 
tuouflp [pzead, Wine in abundance was called foz, and ſuppet no ſooner ends 
ed, but the Earl began Guy's Þealth,each of tit Lords and Gentry then pꝛt⸗ 
(ent pledging it with their Hats off. Such Fame got he by his prevailing 
manhood:after which round, their whole diſcourſe was of his hopefulneſs, and 

the great Endowments that Nature and Art had conſpired to beſtow upon 
him: Guy s Father was much joyed in his happy Son, &c. * 
But now we muſt leave them in the midſt of their Zollitry, and folla 
ints his ſecret retirement, where being arrived, le began ts comtempls 
what he had ſ&n, and could hardly perſwade himſclf that ſhe was may 
far his fancy wzought upon her affections, fo indeed the wes fair eben 
Miracle, ſo that that Age atkazded her no parallel, fdz eyes Me had that g 
tered lite two Stars, ſhaded with exe-bzows pleaſant ro behold, a fair hl 
Forehead, and cheks as [moth as glabaſter, in which rhe Roſes and ea 
Lillles mixed ſo pure, that none could diſcern which had the ſuperivzity, ber 
Teeth like Cienc Pearls, incloſed with Cozal Lips, + ſuch a winning ſmile 
as might ravich the beholder. with a meh Thin rranſparcur, whileſt in cu-

Oh p2opitiou* p wer, if ever, now p:ove 
kind in alding thinc humble Lappliant, who in all obcdience unto tho com: 
mands, pays his unſpotted vows at thy gꝛeat Altar, which ever blazes b1ight 
with flaming hearts of Lovers, offered up as Trophics of thy power; alt 
ms ts coutt this famous Beauty, and tcach me how ro wooe x how to conquer 
her who has alrrady conquered me. So laying, he deltended wirh all ſygd. « 
toming to the Gardcn-gate, knocked ſoftly, and ſoon kound admittance, by 
one of rhe Damoſels that waited on (air Phælice, the which he no ſooner had, 
but compoſing his War-like face into the beſt fozm he cotild, he made toward 
her with low reverence, who (erpecting he came from her Father) role up ta 
met him, when Guy with Love *urcharged, tl us began. 

Faireſt of Creatures, brighteſt of your Sex, made f ſach S indred- mould 
to Heaven, that you ſeem Angelical, a goddeſs all divine; therefore l hate 
here brought an heart by Loves n offer at your ſhrine ; ) ſrown

the man that ever ſhall admire, & wich this awful diſtance adote your match- 
leis Virtues; deſpiſe me not, thou only center of m,; ſoul, who loves thee

the reſt were not idle on the other ſide, ko habing p:epared Pitch, hemp, Tar, 
and Rolin, t ey let it on fire, and with a certain engine thzew it ints the 
Turks Ship that ingag d them, cn that ſide, (a ſtratagem tifl then un⸗ 
knows) which catching hol on the Decks, Tafts, and Rigging, blazed into
